GENERAL KUROKI'S PLAN 


-Move-PNirt of* the Am y ~»cwth 
and Capture Port Arthur. 


St. Petersburg, May 30.—2:18 p. ra. 


—According to information received 
by the Associated Press from a high 
source m port ani news regarding the 
Japanese plan of campaign which has 
reached the Russian authorities since 
the battle of Kin Chou compels the 
conviction that the advance of General 
Kuroki and the activity of his scouts 
northwest and 
southwest 
of Peng 


Oneng are parts of a well executed 
feint to prevent General Kuropatkin 
from detaching a strong 
force 
to 


hamper General Oku's operations on 
the Liao Tung peninsula. Under cover 
of General Kuroki's screens, it is ad- 
ded, part of the Japanese army land- 
ed at Taku Shan will be moved south- 
ward into the peninsula, wtnle Kuroki 
attempts to make Kuropatkin believe 
that he intends to force a decisive en- 
gagement with him. This information 
would tend to prove that the primary 
object of the Japanese campaign all 
along has been Port Arthur, and that 
once that fortress is in their hands 
unless an exceedingly favorable oppor- 
tunity offers .10 attack Kuropatkin, the 
Japanese plan is simply to make their 
tenure secure and force the Russian 
commander to assume the offensive. 
Moreover, there is information to the 
effect that the Japanese propose to 
storm Port Arthur with the briefest 
possible delay, after having first clos- 
ed the harbor to render the egress of 
:he Russian ships impossible at the 
;ast moment, thus forcing the Rus- 
sians to destroy them without subjeot- 
ng the Japanese to the 
Inevitable 


osses which must occur if the Rus- 
sians squadron gets out for 
a last 


fight before going to the bottom. The 
previous repeated efforts of the Jap- 
anese to "eork" the harbor have been 
as much with the view to this ulti- 
mate situation as for protecting land- 
ngs. Nothing is known here of the 
3he Foo reports of fighting at In-Chen- 
Tse, fourteen miles from Port Arthur, 
but the genet al staff hardly believes 
the enemy could have adcanced so 
rapidly. 


The admiralty denies tho reports of 


the loss of two Russians torpedo boat 
destroyers while laying the 
mines 


which destroyed the Japanese battle- 
ship Htttaiise. The officials say Port 
Arthur has been heard from since the 
Hatsuae was blown up, and If the re- 
port of the lost, of the torpedo boat 
destroyers was tme they would have 
known it. 


The officials decline, however to 


comment on the subject, except to 
reiterate their denial of tho charge 
that the Russians used 
floating or 


"driving" mines, which tho officials 
have insisted on from the outset. 


In this connection ft naval attachee

government is in possession of the 
best information to the effect that the 
Japanese used "driving" mines, bunch- 
ing them to drift beiow the enrtec* 
and thus causing the loss of the Rus- 
sian battleship Petropavlovst. 


A prominent diplomat said: "The 


Russians are folly Justified in using 
relics to repel \h? enemy's invasion 
of their coasts. There is no law to 
prevent that country from doing any- 
thing it pleases to keep ott the enemy 
irom its shores. H Great Britain was 
at war and she cboae to fill the chan- 
nel with floating mines for the de- 
fense of her coast, no power could 
raise any objection."

possible to obtain official opinion re- 
garding the announcement made to- 
day by the Tten Tata correspondent 
of the Daily Express, of London that 
the Russian minister at Pekin, M. 
Lossar, bad informed 
the Chinese
